REPORT  OF   THE   FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too  many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burn- 
ing trash  and  discarding  smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused  most  of  the 
fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws 
that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.    A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follows: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland  anytime  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regula- 
tion to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  .5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  any  time  under  normal  conditions  with 
permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with  permission  of  the  Fire 
Warden.  On  another's  property  with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of 
the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for 
cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office 
or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where 
fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  withouta  permit.    Maximum  of  $200.  00  fine:  or  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or  recklessly  that  shall  endanger  woodlands 
the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penal- 
ties as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For    dropping  inflammable    material  in  or  near    woodland,    maximum    fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit.  Keep  our  town  free  from 
smokes  in  1970.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE   LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


1969  proved  to  be  a  busy  year  for  the  Brookline  Public  Library.  In  April, 
we  had  an  "open  house"  which  featured  an  art  exhibit  with  just  Brookline  talent  par- 
ticipating. It  was  a  huge  success.  At  the  same  time,  an  essay  contest  on  "What  My 
Library  Means  to  Me"  was  held  for  the  elementary  school  grades. 

Mrs  Phillips  ran  a  summer  reading  program  for  grades  one  through  six. 
It  start(  d  in  June  and  en  led  in  August. 

For  the  Saturday  of  the  Bicentennial  weekend,  the  library  had  on  display 
the  photographs  and  ceramics  of  Mrs  Joan  Jackson  and  the  paintings  of  Mrs  Margaret 
Brown.     There  was  also  a  display  of  old  catalogue  books,  pamphlets,  etc. 

In  October,  the  library  held  an  "open  house"  for  the  Brookline  Elementary 
School  Teachers  so  that  they  might  have  a  better  idea  of  what  the  library  contained. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  so  that  the  elementary  school  children  can  and  do  take 
advantage  of  the  library  during  school  hours.  The  librarian  opens  the  library  espe- 
cially for  this  purpose  on  special  days. 

The  total  number  of  books  circulated  during  the  year  was  9,233.  Of  these, 
3,244  were  adult  and  .3,989  were  juvenile. 

The  library  has  481  registered  patrons.  There  are  190  adult  patrons  and 
291  juvenile  patrons.  In  1968,  there  was  a  total  of  2,421  adult  books  and  1,951  ju- 
venile books  in  the  library  making  a  grand  total  of  4,172  books.  There  were  291 
adult  nad  252  juvenile  books  added  making  a  total  of  543  additional  books.  There 
were  148  books  discarded.  Of  these  72  were  adult  and  76  were  juvenile.  We  now 
have  a  total  of  2,640  adult  books  and  1,927  juvenile  books  in  the  library. 

This  year  the  library  received  as  donations  a  Set  of  States  pictures,  a  pro- 
jector screen,  an  American  flag,  75  records,  a  card  catalog,  and  $250.00.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  1969 


Building  Report 

During  the  past  year  the  fire  house  has  been  kept  clean  and  in  excellent  repair  by  the 
Fire  Steward.  Donald  Burke.  In  the  coming  years  there  is  need  tor  an  overhead  piping  sys- 
tem to  bring  water  from  the  tank  filling  pump  up  to  the  ceiling  to  facilitate  filling  the  tanks. 
The  overhead  doors  should  liave  the  quick  release  installed. 

Equipment 

The  Globe  coats,  steel  midsole  and  toe  insulated  boots  and  protective  helmets,  voted 
under  new  equipment  at  last  Town  Meeting,  have  arrived.  These  give  the  firemen  more  pro- 
tection. One  of  the  assistant  chiefs  purchased  his  own  coat  and  boots.  Asmoke  ejector  was 
also  added. 

The  brakes  on  the  1950  truck  were  repaired.  The  fire  trucks  are  all  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  firemen  purchased  a  4-wheel  drive  3/4  ton  cab  and  chassis  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
The  1929  truck  was  painted  and  used  for  parades. 

Many  hours  were  spent  l^y  the  firemen  in  preparation  for  the  Bicentennial  Celebra- 
tion. One  project  was  the  restoration  of  the  horse  drawi  hearse.  The  "Old  Fire  Station" 
was  also  painted.

COREY 
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REPORT  OF   THE    BROOKLINE   PLANNING   BOARD   1069 


This  past  year  the  Planning  Board  spent  considerable  time  examining 
the  zoning  ordinances  and  building  codes  of  comparable  sized  towns  with  the  view 
of  strengthening  our  zoning.  As  a  result  of  this  investigation  we  have  offered  two 
amendments  to  our  present  zoning  and  have  proposed  a  building  code  for  the  Town's 
consideration. 

The  Board  feels  that  these  proposed  additions  to  our  present  zoning  will 
contribute  to  the  orderly  development  of  our  Town  and  will  eliminate  unnecessary 
expenditures  by  the  Town  at  a  later  date. 

Also,  the  Planning  Board  has  entered  several  articles  in  the  current 
warrant  dealing  with  additional  funds  for  an  official  Town  Map,  adoption  of  official 
road  names,  an  appropriation  for  road  signs,  and  an  appropriation  for  reconstruc- 
tion of  sidewalks.

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CONSERVATION   COMMITTEE   REPORT 


The  Conservation  Commission  has  i)repai'3d  maps  of  land  along  the  Nissitissit 
River  presently  proposed  as  a  Conservation  Project  bj-  the  NissitissiL  River  Land  Trust. 
Members  of  the  Commission  also  serve  as  officers  in  the  Trust  and  have  been  active  par- 
tici])ants  in  the  work  to  preserve  the  river. 

Tlie  Conservation  Commission  has  sponsored  a  meeting  open  to  Brookline  resi- 
dents and  residents  of  tlie  adjacent  towns  to  acquaint  them  with  the  conservation  work  that 
is  l^eini;  done  and  is  planned  along  the  river  from  Bohanon's  Bridge  to  Pepperell. 

The  Trust  has  also  offered  as  a  gift,  a  tract  of  land  with  1 ,  0()0  feet  of  frontage  on 
the  river  to  llie  Conservation  Commission.  This  land,  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  river  be- 
hiid  the  Kenneth  Jackson  home,  is  adjacent  to  Iknd  oh 'which  the  Trust  has  Conservation 
ea.semenis.  md  will  he  a  first  step  toward  i)reservation  of  this  significanL  natural  resource. 

The  Conservation  Commission  recommends  that  the  To'wti  accept  the  land  for  con- 
servation purposes  and  that  adequate  safeguards  he  incorporated  in  the  deed  to  insure  its 
use  for  future  generations.

Article  18.  We  voted  to  raise  $500  for  Radio  Equipment  Fund. 

Article  19.  We  voted  to  raise  $200  for  Water  Holes 

Article  20.  We  voted  to  raise  firemen's  pay  from  $1.50  to  $1.70  per  hour. 

Article  21.  We  voted  to  raise  $1,000  for  new  Fire  Equipment. 

Article  22.  We  voted  to  raise  $821.80  for  the  Group  Alerting  and  Dispatch  System. 

Article  23.  We  voted  to  raise  $2,000  for  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  24.  We  voted  to  raise  $530.  10  for  highway  improvements. 

Article  25.  We  voted  to  raise  $500  for  cutting  brush. 

Article  29.  We  voted  to  raise  $100  for  Civil  Defense. 

Article  36.  We  voted  to  elect  a  committee  of  three  to  assist  the  Selectmen  in  appraising  - 
said  committee  to  receive  $200  each  and  $500  for  clerical  help.  Elected  to  the 
committee  were  Charles  Rutter,   Philip  Chandler,  and  Ebon  Bartlett. 

Article  39.   We  voted  to  raise  $400  for  care  of  cemeteries. 

Article  40.   We  voted  to  establish  a  Town  Map  Fund  (Dedicated)  of  $3,000. 

Article  41.  We  voted  to  continue  and  set  provisions  under  which  the  Mclendy  Pond  Authority 
shall  operate. 
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Article  42.   We  voted  to  officially  adopt  the  Mill  Seal  as  the  Town  Seal. 

Article  43.   We  voted  to  accept  the  Charlotte  Wright  Memorial  Fund  for  the  Brookline  Public 
Library. 

Article  43.  The  Town  Clerk  was  asked  to  send  a  letter  of  appreciation  to  Mr.   Lester  Yohe 
for  his  designing  of  the  Mill  Seal. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned,  afterall  ballots  were  counted  and  results  announced,  at  2:10  a.m.

WAR   MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE 


In  1946  a  "War  Memorial  Committee"  was  elected  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a 
monument  to  be  dedicated  to  the  men  from  Brooldine  who  served  in  World  War  II. 

Information  and  estimates  of  cost  were  obtained  and  in  1947  the  town  voted  $300.  00 
to  place  a  boulder  on  the  town  hall  lawn  with  the  understanding  that  a  bronze  plaque  would  be 
donated  and  placed  upon  said  boulder. 

After  many  meetings  and  numerous  changes  in  membership  of  the  committee,  no 
agreement  on  details  could  be  reached  and  the  offer  of  the  prospective  donor  was  withdrawal. 

The  fund  of  $500.00  was  placed  in  trust,  but  the  earnings  on  the  trust  were  not  suf- 
ficient to  erect  the  lx)ulder  and  purchase  the  plaque  and  the  committee  was  reluctant  to  ask 
the  town  for  any  additional  money. 

Finally,  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Bentley  Farwell,  an  employee  of  Baretto  Bros. 
Granite  Co.  of  Milford,  Mr.  Farwell  discussed  the  cost  of  a  suitable  monument  with  Baretto 
Bros. 

The  cost  of  the  monument  alone  far  exceeded  the  amount  of  money  available  in  the 
trust  fund.  However,  Mr.  Baretto  being  interested  in  the  problem  facing  us  offered  to  pro- 
vide the  monument  and  cut  the  names  in  said  monument  for  the  amount  available  in  the  fund. 

Through  the  generous  donation  of  time,  labor  and  material  by  Mr.  Baretto,  we  were 
finally  able  to  procure  and  have  erected  the  "World  War  II  Memorial"  and  have  it  dedicated 
at  the  Bicentennial  anniversary  of  the  town  on  August  9,    1969. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bentley  Farwell  for  his  time  and  effort  and  the  I3aretto  Bros. 
Co.  for  their  generous  donation  which  made  it  possible  to  finally  achieve  our  goal.

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SCHOOL  CENSUS 
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ADMINISTRATOR'S  SCHOOL   REPORT 


To  the  citizens  of  Brookline: 

Educational  reform  has  taken  place,  as  itneverhas  in  the  past,  during  the  1960's. 
Change  in  education  now  seems  to  be  a  recognized  need  in  all  parts  of  our  society.  The 
1960's  have  closed  with  forces  and  events  that  have  led  to  the  threshold  of  a  new  decade  as 
being  one  of  the  most  promising  and  active  ])eriods  of  educational  reform  in  our  history. 
Many  more  demands  are  being  made  by  the  rapidly  changing  and  increasing  complexity  of 
our  society.  We  are  becoming  more  aware  that  our  children  will  need  more  and  better  edu- 
cation to  survive.  Education  that  was  sufficient  for  our  needs  is  no  longer  sufficient  for  the 
world  of  the  future.  The  things  that  children  need  to  learn  with  the  help  of  schools  are  mul- 
tiplying at  an  overwhelming  rate.  There  are  practices  and  programs  that  are  necessary  if 
we  are  to  deal  effectively  with  the  changing  world. 

Like  society  in  general,  education  is  currently  experiencing  a  dynamic  develop- 
ment of  new  technologies.  We  must  examine  them  with  care  and  those  proven  to  be  success- 
ful in  aidingthe  learning  process  be  put  into  service  more  rapidly  than  new  technologies  have 
been  in  the  past. 

Research  has  revealed  more  about  individual  differences,  the  merit  of  the  indi- 
vidual and  about  providing  for  his  needs.  It  has  also  come  up  with  evidence  of  the  great  va- 
riety of  ways  in  which  people  can  and  do  learn. 

This  challenge  we  must  meet.  We  must  be  ready  to  develop  practices  and  pro- 
grams capable  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  learning.  In  supervisory  Union  #40  we  have 
begun  to  meet  the  challenge  in  the  sixties  as  numerous  innovations  in  methods  of  instruction 
and  school  organization  have  evolved,  such  as  the  use  of  new  instructional  materials,  use 
of  para-professionals,  use  of  part-time  professionals,  the  introduction  of  team  teaching, 
team  learning,  cooperative  teaching,  flexible  group  patterns,  modified  grading  and  many 
other  innovations.  These  are  signs  of  progress  that  are  necessary  to  reach  the  goals  that 
we  have  set  forth. 

We  are  striving  to  develop  and  continue  to  develop  an  ever-changing  curriculum 
to  search  for  better  ways  of  instruction  in  order  to  fulfill  our  philosophy  of  education  in  the 
development  of  each  child  to  his  optimum.  As  each  year  passes,  the  needs  of  more  child- 
ren than  ever  before  must  be  met.  Our  school  population  increases  continually.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  last  decade  2,313  pupils  were  enrolled  in  our  schools.  As  we  reach  the  1970's 
our  enrollment  has  soared  to  4,073.

Mrs  Sue  Stillman, 
our  new  music  teacher,  has  involved  Brookline  in  a  new  music  program,  which  has  attracted 
various  guests  to  the  school  to  observe  the  program  in  action. 

As  a  result  of  Mrs  Derrie  Sterns'  resignation  in  January,  Mrs  Eleanora  Cropley 
replaced  her  as  full -time  third  grade  teacher.  Mrs  Cropley' s  vacated  part-time  sixth  grade 
position  was  filled  by  Mrs  Helen  Ouellette.  Mrs  Ouellette' s  vacated  fourth  grade  position 
was  filled  by  Miss  Joan  Buckley  becoming  the  full-time  fourth  grade  teacher.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  ANNUAL   SCHOOL  MEETING 
March  6,    1969 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Thomas  I.  Arnold,  at  8:00 
p.m.     The  Warrant  was  read  and  the  meeting  opened  for  business  under  Article  1. 

Article  1. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Beatrice  Hall  that  this  article  be  passed  over  and  acted 
upon  with  article  8,  the  budget  article.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Marjorie  Soper. 

Put  to  a  voice  vote  and  the  ayes  carried  without  dissent. 

Article  2. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Eddy  Whitcomb  that  all  reports  appearing  in  the  1968 
Town  Report  be  accepted.  It  was  seconded  by  Marjorie  Soper.  Beatrice  Hall  stated  there 
was  an  error  in  the  Minority  School  Board  Report  as  published  in  the  1968  Town  Report. 
The  minority  report  should  have  listed  Beatrice  Hall  as  sole  signer. 

The  motion,  with  correction,  was  put  to  a  voice  vote  and  the  ayes  carried. 

Article  3. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Marjorie  Soper  that  a  School  Study  Salary  Committee 
be  formed  to  work  with  one  or  more  representatives  from  the  teaching  stafif  to  form  an 
equitable  base  salary  and  maximum  pay  scale  and  to  investigate  costs  of  insurance  and 
other  benefits  all  necessary  to  keep  abreast  of  the  surrounding  towns  and  report  to  the 
School  Board  in  November  in  anticipation  of  the  Budget.  This  committee  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator  and  the  teacher  or  teachers  to  be  selected  by  the  teaching  staff. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Paula  Struckman. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Alan  Fessenden  that  the  number  of  teachers  on 
this  committee  be  limited  to  not  more  than  one  half  the  total  number.  The  amendment  was 
seconded  by  Vivian  Michos. 

Amendment  put  to  voice  vote  and  the  ayes  carried. 

Article  4. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Beatrice  Hall  that  tlie  district  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  district  any  or  all  grants 
or  funds  for  educational  purjx)ses  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government  or  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  from  any  other  source. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Carl  Anderson. 

Put  to  a  voice  vote  and  the  ayes  carried. 
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Article  5. 

The  motion  was  made  by  NeilJohnsonthat  the  district  vote  to  accept  the  follow- 
ing proposals  of  the  Teachers'  Salary  Committee: 

1.  Base  salary  of  $6,  000 for  incoming  teachers.  The  salaries  of  teachers  presently 
on  the  staff  will  be  increased  to  the  new  base. 

2.  The  setting  up  of  a  Salary  Schedule  which  will  take  into  account  the  number  of 
years  each  teacher  has  been  teaching  in  the  Brookline  District.  The  schedule 
will  be  in  eight  steps  ranging  from  a  minimum  of  $6,000,  for  those  with  no  ex- 
perience in  Brooldine's  School  District,  to  a  maximum  of  $8, 100  for  those  with 
eight  years'  experience  in  the  Brookline  District.  Thus  a  teacher  will  be  given 
a  raise  of  $300  per  year  for  each  year  she  has  been  teaching  in  Brooldine.  This 
raise  will  be  in  addition  to  any  raise  in  the  base  salary. 

3.  50%  reimbursement  for  school  courses  taken  during  the  year.  This  will  not  ap- 
ply to  courses  which  are  being  used  to  obtain  a  Bachelor's  Degrt°. 

4.  100%  payment  of  life  insurance  premiums  for  those  teachers  desiring  such  insur- 
ance. 

.5.  50%  payment  of  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  for  those  teachers  desiring  such  insurance. 

6.  An  increase  in  sick  leave  to  15  days  cumulative  to  90  days. 

and  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  under  article  8. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Ann  Agran. 

There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  over  cost  of  benefits  and  how  much  should  be 
paid  by  the  Town.  It  was  determined  that  to  implement  the  Teachers'  Salary  Plan  would 
cost  each  person  about  $30  more  tax  on  a  $10,000  house  than  if  the  Majority  School  Board 
was  adopted. 

Certification  was  explained  by  Beatrice  Hall  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Mr.  Stickney.  Questions  were  raised  whether  permit  teachers  should  be  paid  as  much  as 
other  certified  teachers  and  should  a  merit  system  be  considered. 

Clarence  Farwell  moved  to  vote  on  the  motion.  Voice  vote  and  ayes  carried. 
The  Moderator  read  the  motion  again  and  Marjorie  Soper  called  for  a  ballot  vote.  To  vote 
yes  meant  motion  would  carry  in  form  read.     The  written  vote  was  as  follows: 

yes — 34 
no  —68 

Motion  defeated. 

Mrs  Haight  had  asked  the  Clerk  to  check  records  and  find  whether  the  town  had 
adopted  a  salary  scale  several  years  before.  The  records  were  checked  and  at  the  1967 
School  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  accept  reports  in  Town  and  School  Reports.  This  included 
the  proposed  salary  scale  as  written  in  the  1966  annual  Town  Report.  Beatrice  Hall  ex- 
plained that  no  funds  had  been  appropriated  to  place  this  scale  in  effect. 

Quentin  Young  moved  that  we  accept  the  request  of  the  School  Board  Majority 
with  the  following  changes:  The  pay  scale  would  be  based  on  a  $5,500  per  year  minimum 
for  those  teachers  having  less  than  a  B.A.  degree  and  $5,700  for  those  with  a  B.  A.  degree; 
a  $300  incremental  increase  per  year  for  8  years;  the  Town  pay  50%  of  $5,000  life  insurance 
policy  per  teacher,  25%  of  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  per  teacher;  sick  leave  ten  days/year 
to  45;  and  $100  to  be  shared  by  teachers  toward  academic  courses.  Armand  Lozeau  seconded 
the  motion. 
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Beatrice  Hall  proposed  an  amendment  that  the  salary  steps  and  fringe  benefits 
proposed  by  the  Finance  Committee,  page  106  of  the  Town  and  School  Rejxjrt,  be  substituted 
and  that  the  requirement  of  B.  A.  be  dropped  but  certification  be  required.  The  amendment 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Chandler. 

Cecil  Thistleton  proposed  an  amendment  that  the  Teachers'  Salary  Proposal  l)e 
accepted  substituting  a  $5,500  base,  eliminating  their  requested  benefits  and  deleting  the 
B.  A.  requirement.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Virginia  Thistleton.  Amendment  put  to 
voice  vote.     The  nayes  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  for  voice  vote  on  the  Beatrice  Hall  amendment.  Ayes  car- 
ried.    The  motion  was  put  to  voice  vote  and  the  nayes  carried. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Orville  Fessenden  to  strike  uul  the  H.  A.  require- 
ment and  alter  the  salary  scale  according  to  certification: 

$5,500  minimum  for  teachers  with  a  permit  only. 

$5,700  minimum  for  conversion  or  certification  teachers. 

The  amendment  was  seconded  l)y  Vincent  Mclnnis.     It  was  put  to  voice  vote.     Ayes  carried.

Discussion  followed  and  it  was  brought  out  that  we  currently  have  two  permit 
teachers,  three  certified  teachers  and  six  provisional.

Discussion:  Betty  Hall  gave  the  report  of  the  School  Study  Committee.  They  had  recently 
met  with  Nashua  sub-committees  of  the  School  Board.  They  were  also  interested  in  an  Area 
School  Plan.  Because  two  area  school  plans  cannot  be  studied  simultaneously,  we  must 
first  vote  on  the  Hollis  Area  School  Plan.  But  they  were  able  to  get  figures  to  be  used  as  a 
comparison  between  the  schools.  These  figures  were  presented  on  cost  projection  sheets 
(attached  to  file  copy).  Mrs  Hall  stressed  the  fact  that  the  voting  figures  would  be  on  a  defi- 
nite plan  approved  by  the  State   Board,  while  the  figures  from  Nashua  were  just  an  estimate. 

Phillip  Chandler  gave  a  resume  of  the  printed  material,  a  copy  of  which  was 
also  given  to  all  present. 

Mr.  Alan  Fessenden  asked  what  the  duration  of  a  HoUis-Brookline  contract 
would  be. 

Tom  Arnold  replied  that  it  would  be  for  20  years.  After  3  years,  consideration 
for  cooperative  planning  would  be  allowed. 

The  possibility  of  attending  Mil  ford  was  also  discussed.  The  answer  to  that  was 
that  Milford  could  not  possibly  take  us  as  they  were  having  space  trouble  of  their  own. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  what  would  happen  if  Brookline  refused  Hollis. 
Tom  Arnold  replied  that  the  district  could  find  itself  in  the  position  of  appealing  to  the  State 
for  help. 

The  Moderator  reread  the  motion  and  opened  the  polls  for  voting.  Voting  was 
by  printed  ballot  and  checklist.  The  Moderator  announced  the  closing  of  the  polls.  Result 
of  voting:  Cast-83:  Yes-70:  No-13:  Carried.  Closed  under  article  6,  and  opened  under 
article  8,  also  tabled  at  the  March  6,  1969  meeting,  in  part.  Series  oOO -Transportation 
and  Series  1477.  1 -Tuition,  had  been  tabled  pending  the  outcome  of  article  6. 

Betty  Hall  moved  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  $22,1")()  for  transporta- 
tion and  $117,092  for  tuition  -  $139,642  for  Iwth  transjjortation  and  tuition  to  be  added  to 
what  was  previously  appropriated  under  this  article.  Carl  Anderson  seconded  this.  As 
this  fig-ure  would  not  include  grade  10  going  to  Hollis,  an  addition  was  called  for.  Mr. 
Stickney  stated  that  an  additional  $2,300  -  $100  per  pupil  -  would  cover  this.  Marjorie 
Soper  made  the  motion  to  ammend  thefigiires  to  $142,  142.00.  Francis  Dougherty  seconded 
this.  The  motion  was  put  to  the  floor  and  it  carried.  The  ammended  motion  was  jiut  to  the 
floor  and  it  carried.     Closed  under  article  8. 

The  Moderator  then  asked  to  have  an  indication  from  the  voters  concerning  send- 
ing the  10th  grade  to  Hollis.  The  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  approval  of  sending  Brooldine, 
Grade  10  to  Hollis  for  the  1969-70  school  year. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  foUowingto  serve  on  a  committee  to  study  teachers 
salaries  as  votedunder  article  3:  Orville  Fessenden,  Donald  Sommers,  Judith  Tottle.  The 
teachers  will  choose  one  or  two  representatives  to  serve  on  this  committee. 

Ernest  Kulik  made  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Carl  Ander- 
son.    The  motion  carried,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9:40  p.m.

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SCHOOL   BOARD  REPORT 


This  year  we  have  experienced  our  first  year  under  the  Area  School  Plan  with 
Hollis.  We  have  evidenced  enthusiasm  from  both  the  students  and  parents  concerning  cur- 
riculum and  a  feeling  of  belonging  and  participating. 

It  is  noteworthy  to  point  out  that  HoUis's  estimated  tuition  is  only  $20.00  above  the 
State  average  for  the  current  year.  This  is  one  of  the  ways  that  it  is  possible  to  see  how 
much  has  been  gained  by  the  joining  of  the  two  towns  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  both. 

Because  of  our  change  in  Transportation  caused  by  the  acceptance  of  the  Area 
School,  the  School  Board  negotiated  with  the  transporter  for  the  bussing  of  the  Elementary, 
Junior,  and  Senior  High  School  Students.  The  negotiation  of  the  present  Junior  and  Senior 
contract  to  include  the  Elementary  students  brought  about  a  savings  of  $2,500  over  the  es- 
timated amount  voted  in  the  last  year's  budget.  In  the  next  two  years,  all  our  Junior  and 
Senior  High  students  will  be  in  the  Hollis  Area  School,  and  a  new  contract  will  be  neces- 
sary. We  now  have  under  study  the  cost  and  advisability  of  purchasing  buses  versus  the 
cost  of  putting  the  contract  out  for  bid.  Therefore,  we  have  included  in  the  Warrant  an 
article  providing  for  the  amount  saved  in  the  Transportation  Account  to  be  put  into  a  Capi- 
tal Reserve  Fund  towards  the  purchase  of  buses  in  the  event  a  savings  could  be  realized 
over  the  present  system  of  Bid  Contract.  It  would  give  the  School  Board  more  flexibility 
to  choose  the  most  advantageous  approach  to  bussing,  when  as  often  happens,  only  one  bid 
is  submitted  at  Contract  time. 

Our  School  Salary  Study  Committee  met  with  representatives  from  the  teaching 
staff  and  School  Board  and  proposed  a  recommendation.  This  would  be  a  Merit  System 
of  pay  increase,  dependent  upon  the  merit  rating  given  a  teacher  stemming  from  the  evalua- 
tion of  the  Superintendent,  Teacher  Consultant  and  the  Principal,  with  final  approval  com- 
ing from  the   School    Board.     The  Merit  increase  would  be  from  $0 $500  under  the

The  proposed  base  salary  wouldstartat  $6,000  for  non -degree teachers  and  $6,200 
for  degree  teachers.  This  would  bring  us  up  into  the  starting  salary  range  for  the  sur- 
rounding area  in  which  we  live.  To  be  competitive  in  the  hiring  of  new  teachers,  it  is  im- 
portant that  we  be  able  to  offer  a  somewhat  comparable  salary  to  our  sister  towns. 

This  year  has  also  seen  the  adoption  of  a  new  Music  Program.  It  has  received 
State -wide  attention  for  its  unique  and  effective  method  of  teaching  music. 
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The  proposed  School  Board  Budget  we  feel  this  year  has  been  kept  to  a  minimum 
increase  However,  the  increases  reflect  our  concern  in  maintaining  the  optimum  teach- 
ing standards  and  the  ever  present  rise  in  increased  costs.
